Dave and Aziz, 

I received your letter in the mail on Friday relative to the alley assessment and the request for 
exemption of your property. 


Thank you for taking the time to put your question in writing and submit your revocables. 


As you know, the staff’s interpretation of what constitutes the appropriate revocable permit to be 
exempt from the alley assessment is different than yours. To that end, I’d like to broaden the 
discussion, because I don’t feel authorized to make this decision on my own. I’d like to include 
John Tronson, who was chair of the BID Renewal Steering Committee ten years ago when the 
alley assessment was created, and Dan Halden, because of his understanding of this alley asset 
for the city, and the range of revocable permits that can be issued by the city. I’m also copying 
Chad Lewis, chair of the HPOA. 


I appreciate that you have both signed your petitions, and we can move forward, as there is a lot 
on the table to try to get this BID formed. However, if the group’s assessment (or the board, if that 
is required) is to exempt your properties from the alley assessment, we can pursue a refund. 


I know Dan is out of town for Spring vacation, and I’m thinking that with Chad’s travel schedule, 
that perhaps we try to hold a face-to-face meeting just before the next board meeting on April 19. 


Let me know if that is acceptable to you, and I’ll work on everyone’s schedule, and see if that 
would be a good time.
